high Treaſon, where acco2ding to his tudge- 
ment beſo2e paſt, and the gualitie of His of- 
fence, hee wos laide vpon a hurdle, and from 
thence d2awne into Holbozne, + ſo th2ough 
Fetter lane connated into Fleet ſtreet, where 
was a newe Jebbet ſet vp fo2 that purpoſe, x 
people in great abundance reſoꝛted to ſee the 
p2tſoner executed. | 

This Pꝛieſt came thether apparelled in the 
habit ofa Gentleman, in a dublet of blacke 
ſatten, cut with great cuts, d2awn out with 
white fitke, he had on a paire ofſmall round 
paine hoſe,+ on euerie paine a faire gold lace, 
his ncather ſfockes were of purple filke, and 
a paire of botes ouer them, Gentleman like, 
turnd dolune at the kner, and faced with vel- 
uet, he had a blacke felt hat on his head, # his 
haire was verie long, ſo that he could hardly 

be knowen from an oꝛdinarie Gentleman. 
Thus being apparelled and come to the 
place of execution, conducted thether by the 
mene. officers —

Citie. F02 that the iebbet was not full reaty, 
the therife did withdzawe the pꝛiſoner into 
houſe hard by, where an ancient + wathip 
tuil Sentleman in office towards her Mat; 
ſtie, had ſoine tune of conference with the py 
ſoner, And when cuerie thing was in ares 
dines, the pꝛiſoner was b!ought backe agen 
to be executed.

hun ſxazc rem he had offeiide the laws ofthis 
lud, ui caſes oſ high treaſon, Firſt, by being 
a Seminarie Puc it therbv a ſwozne ena 

to this land and hauing liued out of the laude 

among her Mate ſties enenues, was agame 

lately returned oneue to perſuade her a 

ieſlies ſuhieges from their due obedience, 

The conic on ol this pꝛieſt allo taken ey

in weiting, was read openly, where he ſapde 
that the Pope hath authoꝛitie to depoſe the 
Qutenes Maieſty ol England, as though the 
Queenes Maieſtie and the religion now vicd 
in England, had bin vader the gouernment 
of the Pope,and thercfo2e to bee viſanulled at 
the Popes pleaſure , whereby her denied her 
Maieſtie of her ſupꝛemacie in the Churches 
ol her dominions, which is high treaſon of it 
ſelfe.

In the foꝛendone of the ſame daie allo, chert 
were two hanged, the one in Smithũen an 
the other in the ficldes at Graies Inne lane 
end, ſoꝛ ſecret harboꝛing, reccuung anddeny- 
ing this Pꝛieſt x others ſuch permitious per- 
ſons,by whoſe mcanes great hurt may arit. 
The one died a very obſtinate Papiſt, theo 
ther a very penitent perſen,fazic that her had 
tranigreſſed her Pateſttcs laws in that cale: 
which thing he oncty did foꝛ woꝛldly benefit. 
To conclude,ſet this their follie fe warme al 
others,how they enter into ſuch actions, am

refraine from ſecret harbouring,releening oz 
faccouring ſich lewd perſons, who ſecke by all 
poſſible meanes to ruinate this lande, by de⸗ 
puuing the Nueenes moſt excellent Pa⸗ 
ieſtie, and bzinging in fozraine eninues : 
that by inuaſion they map ſhedde the bloude 
of innocenta, and rote out all her Maieſties 
louing ſubiects, which God grant map neuer 
come to paſſe, Amen.

holden in Southwarke fo2 the Countie of 
Surrey) had bin found guilty,condenmed and 
tudged ſo to ſuffer death foz murther by her 
committed. Wherevpon a ſtake was ſet vp 
in the ſaid fielde, and the reedes and faggots 
b:ought thether, but by reaſon of the th2ong 
of people which came thether out of London, 
they were conſtrained to defer the execution 
vntil after ſire of the clocke at night, at which 
tune the greater multitude being departed, 
the puſoner was bzought _ _ — 
4 i 
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conuaſed into the field, without anie n 
given to anie of the people otherwile,/"thed 
that ſhe ſhould be burned in the plate where 
the ſtake befoꝛe ffood,to which plate the yen 
ple flocked in great abundance. Now theſhi 
refe and the warders that accompanied him, 
percetinng the vnrulmes of the people to ber 
great, ſodenly caſt themſclnes in a round am 
vpon a faire grene place in the waie as they 
came, digged a hole, and therein pitched the 
ſtake, and faſtned the pꝛiſoner therunto, who 
came thether in this ſoꝛt: ſhee being ſtripped 
out ↄf her clothes in the pꝛiſõ befoꝛe ſhe came 
foꝛth, had nothing vpon her but a wide frocke 
dome to her fate, made of courſe canuas, 
gathered about the wꝛiſtes, with an elde 
neckinger about her necke, and a faire ker- 
cher vppen her head, about her necke there 
was a long y2on chaine faſtned, whereby lhe 
was lead, and came wallowing like a Bere 
to the ſtake, acco2ding to her oꝛdinarie uur ol 
going when ſhe was in ſeruice. And been 
faſtned to the ſtake with two pꝛon chames, 
reeds were ſet round about her, and faggots 
of very dꝛy ſlickes planted by them, in which 
ſhee was whsolv incon:paſſed, and nothing 
to be ſeen of her roũd about, but onty her face, 
on en? ſite the reedes looking foꝛth. And-lo 
with as much ſpeed ag might be, aſſer _

divelling on the banke fide nere the Cn 
de beeing a man of gadreputatione 
ardone that bath bone the maſt m. 
ces to be hene among the inhabitants 
about,and befoze ſhe came into this mm 
feruice, ſhehaddivelt with a Piſtres with 
Chain gate, whom ſhe robbcd of ten pounds 
pct conuated it ſo ſecretly, as ſhe went wi 
ipected faꝛ the (ame: ſhe heing new come um 
the ſeruice of the ſaid Bell, who had an honelt 
aged woman to his wife then lining, which 
tits wicked perſon ſoone diſpatched with poi 
ſon, wherof ſhoꝛtiy after her nuſtres died 
nothing ſapd noz ſuſpected, This was about 
two peres ſince. Aftcr this, as ſome ſaith, ſhe 
perſwaded her ſeiſe, that her maiſter woulde 
hate married her, which he neuer pꝛomied to 
do,no2 intended anie ſuch matter towardes 
her, neither was there ante reaſon he ſhoulde 
fo do,becanſc ſhe was ill faucurcd, vnhand- 


ſome, and fookſh, her looks were crabbed her 


behatuour vnſcemlv, and in qualities lutttlh : 
yet inwardly ſubtill, ſo that abeut idiom 
mer laſt her maiſter married a widow, bring 
a very honeſt and comely woman, and of rea- 
ſonable perres, whom as it ſecmcth, this bad 
creature ſecretly enurd foꝛ marrying hit ma⸗ 
ſter, and ſhoꝛtly after this woman fel ſicke in 
verie grieuous loꝛt, lav languiſhing 3 
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\ I cane of the ſaide diſeaſe , which in derde was 
— poiſoned putage, wherof the did eate but a 


tle, wherevpon ber eies watered grienouſly, 
ad her ſtomacke was very ill. This woman 
had two wenches in the houſe dwelling with 
her, the ponger of them ſing her miſtres {et 
by the potage, tooke them and did eate them, 
whereof ſame after ſhe ſwelled vpward in the 
thꝛoate and ſo died. This was about Saint 
lames tide laſt. The bigger girle hauing had 
ſome taſt of the ſame, ſickned alſo, ſo that the 
haire fell off from her head; and bꝛoke out in 
verie ill fauoured ſoꝛt, but being ſtrong of na- 
ture eſcaped death. All which notwithſtan- 
ding, there aroſe no doubte noꝛ ſuſpition of 
paiſoning,by her to be attempted, vntil about 
Bartheimew tide following, at which time 
her miſtres being recoucred of her grieuous 
and ſtrange diſcale, tooke occaſion to put her 
awaie, willing her to p2ouide fo2 her ſelf, and 
ſo ſhe did. Whereupon on the daie befoze,the 
ſhould departe from her ſaid nuſtres ſeruice, 
ſhe hauing carried awaie all her apparell and 
furniture, pꝛonuſed that night to come and 
ſup with her maſter and miſtres, and to giue 
them a pollet : ſhe being departed, there was 
miſſed the ſuunnme of fifteene ſhillings, which 
by her had beene taken fozth ofa cubbo2de: 
Mhereupon the good man ſent his =_ 
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beſides food a paper of poiſon in her be 
Which he did not know to be poiſon, i 
ene ol his neighbours being a Surgion, tis 
Gent fo2 fofe the ſame, who tolde him thati 
was poiſon, and although they did demand o 
Her to what vie ſhe bought oꝛ kept it, pet 
would ſhe not confeſſe the ſame, vntil they 
bꝛought her befoꝛe a Juſtice, to whom with 
much a do, x the ſetret twozking of Almighty 
God, who wold haue the truth of ſuch wicked 
nes come to light, the coniclſcd as falloweth, 
Firſt, that the had with poiſon murdered her 
olde miſtres, about Saint Andrews tide was 
twelue moneth. Item, that ſhe had onte at 
tempted to murther her miſtres now beeing, 
with poiſon, whereof the fel ſicke, but recone- 
red againe,by gitung her poiſon in a meſſe of 
pottage. Item, that her miſtres eating but 
two oꝛ thee ſponeſulls of the ſaid potage, did 
let them by and would eate no moꝛe, and then 


the ponger wench in the houſe did eate vy the 
reſt of the ſayd pottage, and ſone after dyed 
thereof, Item, ſhe confefcd that ſhe had ta⸗ 
ken ten pounds from hir miſtres that ſhe ſer⸗ 
ned befoze within Chaine gate, and that ſhee 
had diſperſed the ſame , and lent it _— 
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indꝛie perſons. She alſo confeſſed that thee: 
had taken the ſayde fiftcene ſhillings foozth of 
her miſtres cubboꝛd, hy taking her key Tom 
inder her beds head when ſhe was a ſleepe. 
And laſtly being demanded what her intent 
was to do with that poiſon, which was found 
about her, the confeſſed that her intent and 
meaning was euen that night to haue poiſo⸗ 
ned her miſtres, by putting the ſame poiſon 
into the polſct which was pꝛomtſed to be ca⸗ 
ten at her miſtres houle that night. Where- 
of muſt nerds haue enſued farre greater dans 
ger both to her miltres,x to her maſter, with 
the reſt cf the houſcholde, had not God verie 
miraculouſip, as you haue heard befoze pꝛe⸗ 
uented it. 

Thus haue vou hearde howe the deuill 
w:cught with this wicked creature from 
time to tune. Firſt he allured her by idlenelſe 
and fleſhiv deſtres to become incontinent, and 
to leade a verie loole and laſciniaus life, by ha⸗ 
uing one childe after another, and pet neuer 
married noꝛ lining ſatiſfied, but liued lyke a 
dog that ſtil returned to his olbe vomit. Here⸗ 
vpon a couctous deſire of wealth mad? her 

pilfer aud picke from one miſtres and then 
from mother, ſo that foꝛ want of the ſeare of 

God, one ſinne tooke he'd of another, and foꝛ⸗ 

ced her to murther an honeſt olde ou 
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12 
with poiſon, and ſo from ber to another 
king to wozke confuſton mc 
till God by his — 
bꝛing the ſame to light, and —— 
heart and tongue to reueale her 
wirkednes, onely to bꝛing her ſelfe to any 
and confuſion, which by ſentence of tui 
was compaſſed, who awarded her dur 

luder ment agreeable to her 
wicked deſerts.
